About the most recent improve- 
ment put forward to solve the 
Industrial problems of today is the 
Industrial Congress, which is being 
tried out in many of the larger 
Industrial firms of the country. 
Probably the mostup-to-date of 
any of these is now in operation in 
the Goodyear Tire and Rubber 
Company's factory here in Akron, 
Ohio. The main idea in view is to 
prevent friction between the man- 
agement and the workingmen in 
the factory, and so far the results 
have been above the expectations 
of either side. 

The GkKHlyear Idea is to have 
each and every department in the 
factory represented by at least one 
senator and two representatives, 
along the same scale as used in the 
Congress of our glorious country. 

Last summer nominations were 
sent in and the Representatives and 
Senators were elected. Only Indus 
trians, or persona over 18 years of 
age and having been in the employ 
of the Company for at least six 
months, were allowed to vote; aud 
no one who had not been in the 
Company's employ less than one 
year was allowed to run for office; 
and to Ijecome a Senator one had lo 
have a Service piu or have five 
years' service to his credit. 

After the men were elected, they 
went to meet some of the factory 
manageis and officials selected by 
the Co. to be members of the Grov- 
erning body. 

In ordi?r that there would be no 
hint of unfairness, no man on the 
salary pay roll was allowed to run 
for office. 

Now when anything goes wrong 
in the factory, instead of striking or 
causing trouble, the men In the de- 
partment concerned place their 
grievances before their congressmen 
who after duly considering the two 
sides of the case, take it up before 
congress and fight for their men 
just as the Congressmen in the U. 
S. Congress do. 

One of the firsfr good things to 
come of this new way of factory 
management was the establishment 
of a permanent shift. The men 
longest in the Service of the Co 
were given preference and put on 
the first shift, and the otheris arrang- 
ed according to service on the third 
and second shifts. However, if a 
man on the first so desired, he could 
transfer to one of the othersbifts. 

The Merit system was also in- 
agurated by this congress of work 
men, and hereafter a man advances 
on his own merits alone, aud not by 
any relation to the head inspector 
or the foreman. The man with the 
goods is the one who gets on top. 

There is seldom a time when 
there is cause for disconteiit in the 
Goodyear Factory, and when tirere 
is, the congress will always take 
care of the trouble, and as a great- 
er number of the workmen are 
stockholders in the Company, they 
naturally want to make things 
come the Company's way.

UbantiBQi^ing ptoclamation* 

Washington, D. C, Nov. 5, 
1919. — President Wilson today Is- 
sued the following proclamation 
namiug November 27 as Thanks- 
giving Day: 

•' By the President of the United 
States a proclamation: 

'* The season of the year has 
again arrived when the people of the 
United States are accustomed to 
unite in giving thanks to Almighty 
God for the blessings which He has 
conferred upon our country during 
twelve months that have passed* 

"A year ago our people poured 
out their hoirts in praise and 
thanksgiving that through Divine 
aid the right was victorious and peace 
had come to the nations which had 
so courageously struggled in defense 
of human liberty and justice. Now 
that the stem past is ended and the 
fruits of achievement are ours, we 
look forward with confidence to the 
dawn 0/ an era where sacrifice of the 
nations will find recompense in a 
world of peace. 

*' But to attain the consummation 
of the great work to which the Ameri- 
ain people devoted their manhood and 
the vast resources of their country, 
they .«(hould, as they give thanks to 
God, reconsecrate themselves to 
those principles of right which tri- 
umphed through His merciful good* 
n«tt. Our gratitude can find no 
more perfect expression than to bul> 
wark with loyalty and patriotism 
those principles for which the free 
peoples of ^he earth fought and died. 
" During the past year we have 
bad much to make us grateful. In 
spite of the confusion in our econo- 
mic life resulting from the war, we 
have prospered. Our harvesu have 
been plentiful, and of our abundance 
we have been able to render succor 
to less favored nations. Our democ- 
racy reouiirtft unshaken in a world
